„ The magnificent resistance of the Polish 
people all the more emphasizes the vicious 
treachery of which they are the victims, both 
on the part of the Anglo-French Munichmen 
and those Polish ruling circles who to the 
last sabotaged defense measures which could 
gave Poland’s independence. 

Polish men and women, Poland’s armies 
today are making a stand at Warsaw which 
deserves preservation in the brightest pages 
of mankind’s struggle against tyranny. But 
while the Polish people meet the huge war 
machine of the Nazi aggressors, the Anglo- 
French “allies” of Poland conceal their ter- 
rible stalling on the Western front behind 

eryptie and deceitful “communiques.” 

For the sad truth is that from England 
and France no effective aid has come to the 
embattled Polish people. Such aid was not 
in the monstrous schemes of the Chamber- 
lain and Bonnet circles who still rule in Eng- 
land and France. 

When Pravda says that “the Polish com- 
mand will hardly be able to put up serious 
resistance since they have lost practically 
their entire military and economic base,” it 
again emphasizes the fundamental treachery 
of the Anglo-French betrayers and the pol- 
icy of the Beck gang in Poland which laid 
the basis for this tragic situation. 


The depths of Anglo-French reactionary 
infamy in the present plight of Poland was 
revealed even during Poland’s efforts to de- 
fend herself at the eleventh hour. 


The Anglo-Frecnh General Army staffs 
instead of using their armed might to come 
to Poland’s aid, as so hypocritically prom- 
ised, were “counseling” Poland to retreat 
to make the Nazi aggression all the easier. 


And when the Polish Marshal Smigly- 
Rydz finally attempted defense, he was at 
loggerheads with the Anglo-French military 
manipulators. Over a story on this develop- 
ment in Poland by Sonia Tomara, cabled 
from the Rumanian-Polish border, the N. Y. 
Herald Tribune put this headline: “Smigly- 

' Rydz Ignored Advice of Allied Staffs. Po-

A Foe of Unity 

How does an arch-foe of labor unity con- 
duct the affairs of his own union? 

A court referee, appointed by the New 
York Supreme Court, charges that the 
clique in control of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters, AFL, headed by William L. 
Hutcheson, Republican Party henchman, de- 
liberately falsified the results of a recent 
referendum among the membership. 

In the referendum, the carpenters re- 
jected two red-baiting rulings which would 
have denied them the right of free speech 
and the right to choose their own political 
affil tion.

Victor Olander, secretary-treasurer of the 


Illinois State Federation of Labor, AFL. 
Olander hits the nail on the head when he 
declares that food speculation “is equiva- 
lent to a horizontal slash in the incomes of 
ne workers and farmers of the nation.” 


Incidentally, the New York Sun which 
first tried to shield the war-profiteers by 
placing the responsibility for soaring prices 
on the housewives, is now out on a new tack. 
The Sun declares that the “shortage” 
(which doesn’t exist) can be laid at the door 
of the CIO because it called a strike at a 
sugar refinery. 


Such nonsense needs no answer—especi- 
ally in view of the statement of the De- 
partment of Agriculture that there is a sur- 
plus of 250,000 tons of sugar in the country 
—not to mention a still vaster surplus now 
available in Cuba. 


The war profiteers are dipping their 
greedy hands into the pockets of every 
Amerinan. family. They are pick-pockets on 
a grand scalé. Labor has a big stake in see- 
ing that prompt action is taken against 
them. 


Protect Our Children 
From School Destroyers 


The opening of the city schools serves 
to remind us that the educational system 
has been under fire from Tories, tax 
chiselers, real estate moguls (who hate to 
pay taxes for anything, especially schools) 
and the hidden enemies of democracy who 
have always hated education anyway. 

The Republican-controlled legislature at 
Albany swung a meat-ax at the school sys- 
‘tem at the last session. Only the aroused 
efforts of the people have been able to pro- 
tect our school children from the full 
damage. As it is, many vital school services 
are in danger of being wiped out in 
January. 

The letter of the WPA teachers in this 
issue of the Daily Worker points out some 
of the brutal facts—8,000 teachers caring 
for children have been reduced to 4,000, 
while playgrounds, etc. have been crippled. 

The opening of the schools, the large, 
overcrowded classes, the, menace of the 
school-destroyers, are all occasions for re- 
newed resolve that New York’s schools shall 
not be destroyed, either by bookburners in 
Brown. Shirts by greedy interests wear- 
ing the cyn mask of a false “economy.” 


Another Blow 
Against the Splitters 


Another national union of the AFL has 
entered the fight against the splitting poli- 
cies of the Woll-Fry-Hutcheson group on the 
Executive Council.

Internal dissension and breaking of training rules are 


said to have brought the New York Giants to their lowest 
standard of play in many years, according to stories told 


in baseball circles yesterday. 


The collapse of the Giants was obvious to all who 
witnessed the two games they played against the Dodgers 
over the week-end, when they were defeated easily by the 


MacPhail entry. 


Noteworthy was the performance of 


Jimmy Ripple, who apparently played the best ball of his 
career in celebration of his escape from the Terry chain 


gang. 


One story heard around town is that a fist fight 
took place between two members of the team on the 


trip back from Boston last

has seized the players. Unable to rouse themselves from

The shifting of Ripple to the Dodgers and his sub- 
sequent hitting streak pointed the finger directly at Terry. 
Sunday’s game in which Fitzsimmons hurled a victory 
with another black marker against the Giant colonel, for

peared into the bushes; and all he got from MacPhail for 


Ripple was a measly $6,000. 


One explanation of the Ripple transfer is that he was 
sent to the Dodgers in part payment for Van Lingle 
Mungo, whom Terry would like to see in a Giant uniform, 
and an infielder, probably Johnny Hudson. 


The Giant déwnfall has led to rumors of disputes 
between Terry and the front office. Giant patronage has 
dwindled away in recent months. Except for the Dodger 
séries, crowds have stayed away from the Polo Grounds. 
Average week-day attendance has been around 3,000 to 


4,000 with one game played 


recently to 1.864 fans. 


The prospects of the Giants for the future look ex- 
ceedingly grim at this time. None of the players announced 
as purchases have any great reputation. Dickshot is lead- 
ing the International League in hitting, but he failed to 
make the grade with the Pirates. Babe Young, first base- 
man, will get a good try-out because of the desperate sit- 
uation which followed Bonura’s flop. 


In general, it is said that Terry’s judgment has 


been poor, especially in the 


choice of players. He was 


fortunate in the six-man deal with the Cubs last season, 
but without exception, his other moves have weakened 
the team. Bonura, Kampouris, Seeds, have been costly 
failures. The pitching staff has deteriorated without
